The 
Midwest Conference of Demo- 
cratic Senators urged President 
Nixon on Thursday to impose a 
mandatory fuel allocation pro- 
gram. 


Meanwhile, Republican Sen. 
James B. Pearson of Kansas 
faulted both Nixon and Con- 
gress for their response to the 
reported energy crisis. 


The conference, in a state- 
ment, emphasized gas-shortage 
effects on agriculture, as did 
Pearson. "At the moment, the 
agriculture 
situation 
is 
the 
most critical, and it must be 
dealt with first," Pearson said 
on the Senate floor. 


The 12 members of the Mid- 
west conference 
signing 
the 
stateme^nt said 
Nixon 
should 
implement mandatory 
alloca- 
tions under authority given him 
by Congress on April 30. 


They said such a program — 
which some Midwestern con- 
gressmen have said would be 
imposed next week — would 
end petroleum product short- 
ages and "preserve competition 


in the petroleum industry." 


Wheat harvest are suffering 
from shortages of fuel for farm 
machinery, they said, and un- 
less action is taken immediate- 
ly, further food shortages will 
occur and food prices will esca- 
late.

Mercy 
Killings 


NEW YORK 
(AP) 
— The 
president-elect of the American 
Medical Association said Thurs- 
day that mercy killings have 
"their place" but the individual 
doctor should not make the de- 
cision alone. 


Dr. Malcolm C. Todd, a 60- 
year-old Long 
Beach, 
Calif., 
surgeon, told a news conference 
that a commission of doctors, 
lawyers and clergymen should 
be formed to develop policy on 
this "emotinal problem." 


Todd was asked about mercy 
killings at a news conference 
after his election at the AMA's 
annual election. He will serve 
as president in 1974-75. 


The mercy killing 
question 
came up after Dr. Vincent A. 
Montemarano, the chief surgi- 
cal resident 
of 
the 
Nassau 
County Medical Center in East 
Meadow, N.Y., 
was 
indicted 


Wednesday 
on a charge of 
"willful murder" in what was 
described by a district attorney 
as a "mercy killing," involving 
a person with terminal cancer. 


"I do not think a physician is 
in a position to make this deci- 
sion alone," Todd said. "Mercy 
killings may have their place, 
but I do not think the physician 
himself has the sole right to 
make this decision." 


Todd did not spell out a de- 
tailed position on the issue, but 
he did say that in such cases as 
a person with an "uncorrec- 
table illness," such as terminal 
cancer, maintaining life by he- 
roic means is "really just pro- 
longing the agony of Ae indi- 
vidual." 


This kind of technical mainte- 
nance of life, Todd added, also 
increases the cost of the illness 
to the person's family.

Nixon administration officials 
immediately gave it their en- 
dorsement, 
even 
though 
the 
pact slightly exceeds 
govern- 
ment wage guidelines. "I am 
most pleased," said Secretary 
of Labor Peter J. Brennan. 


Announcement of the tenta- 
tive settlement was made by 
Teamsters President Frank 
E. 
Fitzsimmons and chief industry 
negotiator C. G. 
Zwingle of 
Trucking Ernployers Inc., r^p- 
resentini 
12,000 
employers 
across the country. 


Fitzsimmons 
said 
the 
pact 
will be submitted to the union 
rank-and-file 
for 
ratification 
with the unanimous recommen- 
dation of the union's negotiat- 
ing committee, composed of of- 
ficials from 350 Teamsters lo- 
cals. 


The current national master 
freight agreement 
expires at 
midnight Saturday. The ratifi- 
cation process involves a mail 
referendum supervised by the 
Labor Department and is ex- 
pected to take three weeks. 


The settlement was reached 
in closely guarded negotiations 
following an all night bargain- 


ing session at the union's na- 
tional headquarters. 


Industry 
sources 
estimated 
the pact raises wages and bene- 
fits by 21 per cent over the life 
of the contract, with a 7.2 per 
cent boost in each of the first 
two years and a 6.6 per cent 
jump the third year. 


Some 300,000 hourly paid city 
truck drivers who now average 
$6.16 an hour will receive hour- 
ly increases of 35 cents the first 
year, and 30 cents per hour in 
each of 
the 
remaining 
two 
years. 


The contract also provides in- 
creases totaling 2 cents per 
mile over the three years for 
the 100,000 long-distance truck 
firiv^r? v/ho 
paid by the 
mile and now average an esti- 
mated $18,000 a year. Mileage 
pay now averages about 12.5 
cents per mile. 


Although the agreement ex- 
ceeds the government's flexible 
guidelines — allowing 5.5 per 
cent wage increases plus 0.7 
per cent in fringe benefits — it 
is in line with recent contract 
settlements in the rubber and 
electrical industries 
and 
the 
U.S. Postal Service. 


In addition to the wage hikes, 
the contract includes: 


—Cost-of-living pay raises up 
to 11 cents per hour in both 
1974 and 1975 if prices rise a 
certain amount, but in no case 
less than 8 cents per hour.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland

— Terrorist 
bombers 
struck at a Belfast polling sta- 
tion Thursday as Northern Ire- 
land voted for a new provincial 
assembly. The attack caused 
little damage and no injuries. 


Sniper fire was reported at a 
polling station near Londonder- 
ry, the province's second-larg- 
est city, again with no casu- 
alties. Five shots were fired at 
a military patrol in Londonder- 
ry's Roman Catholic Bogside 
district just as the polls closed. 
One soldier was hit in the arm. 


The explosive charge fell 50 
feet from the polls inside a Ro- 
den Street school in Belfast. It 
apparently was fired from a 
mortar and launched from the 
cover of nearby houses. 


Both guerrillas of the out- 
lawed Irish Republican Armv 
and the rival Protestant-based 
Drivate armies have mortars. 
Only the IRA has used them 
and

military targets. 


Elsewhere the province was 
relatively calm and the turnout 
was expected to be 80 or 90 per 
cent in some areas, 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec- 
retary of State William P. Ro- 
gers suggested Thursday the 
Nixon administration is ready 
to compromise with Congress 
over U.S. bombing in Cam- 
bodia. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
M i k e 
Mansfield, 
however, 
promptly rejected the sugges- 
tion and said he thinks Senate 
war critics will insist on an im- 
mediate halt to U.S. military 
activity in Southeast Asia. 


Congress has been attaching 
the antiwar measures to money 
bills vital to keep the govern- 
ment going. The President has 
been faced with the choice of 
vetoing the bills or halting the 
bombing. 


The idea of a compromise, 
without either specifics or a 
firm 
administration 
pledge, 
was presented by Rogers to 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
at 
a 
closed meeting. 


Chairman J. W. Fulbright, D- 
Ark., indicated afterward that 
"some 
sort 
of 
compromise 
might be acceptable" to avoid 
a confrontation between Con- 
gress and the President that 
could jeopardize the govern- 
ment's ability to function. 


Mansfield, however, told re- 
porters he 
opposes 
a com- 
promise and added, in response 
to a question, that "my feelins; 
is that the Senate will turn it 
down." 


Asked about the possibility of 
setting an Aug. 15 date for cut- 
ting off the bombing, he said 
"As far as I'm concerned, yes- 
terday 
wouldn't 
be 
soon 
enough." 


Rep. Elford A. Cederberg, R- 
Mich., said he has been assured 
by the White House that Nixon 
will accept an Aug. 15 cutoff 
for Cambodia bombing funds. 


He told the House Rules Com- 
mittee, considering a bill con- 
taining the Aug. 15 date: "I can 
state 
categorically 
that 
the 
President will not veto it." 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
sponsor of the most sweeping 
antibombing amendment 
cur- 
rently under consideration, said 
he would be unable to accept a 
compromise 
permitting 
the 
bombing to continue without as- 
surance that 
"the 
President 
will abide by it, and unless it is 
the only feasible way to secure 
a cutoff and end the war as a 
matter of law." 


Meanwhile

moved closer to a weekend con- 
frontation.

Committee approved a House- 
passed amendment cutting off 
all funds—past and future—for 
U.S. military activities in Laos 
and Cambodia and added a 
more sweeping ban covering all 
of Indochina.

Panel 
Wants Nixon 
To Respond To Dean 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen- 
ate Watergate chairman Sam 
J. Ervin Jr. questioned Thurs- 
day whether President Nixon 
had met his constitutional duty 
to uphold the law and indicated 
that the committee wants to 
hear his response to accusa- 
tions by John W. Dean III. 


And Sen. Lowell P. Weicker 
Jr., a Republican member of 
the 
committee 
from 
Con- 
necticut, charged White House 
attempts had been made to 
smear him and said he had 
asked the 
Watergate special 
prosecutor to investigate "ob- 
struction of proceedings before 
special committees." 


"If the executive branch of 
government wants to meet the 
standards the American peo- 
ple h a v e set for it in their 
minds, the time has come to ei- 
ther disavow it (pressure at- 
tempts) completely or make 
the specific obgrges," he said 
angrily. 


In an emotional climax to 
Dean's fourth day of testimony, 
Weicker declared: 


"Republicans 
do not cover 
up. Republicans do not threat- 
en, Republicans do not permit 
illegal acts and God knows. Re- 
publicans don't view their oppo- 
nents as enemies to be har- 
rassed." 


The conimittee still had not 
completed 
its 
questioning of 
Dean who testified "it was my 


assumption 
without 
question" 
that Nixon was inform^ of the 
cover-up attempts even before 
last Sept. 15. He will return 
Friday. 


Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R- 
Tenn., the 
committee's 
vice 
chairman, said information will 
be solicited from the President 
"in whatever manner can be 
arranged." 


But Ervin, saying "you can't 
cross-examine a written state- 
ment," indicated he would like 
to hear the President himself. 


The break-in at Democratic 
Party headquarters was June 
17 last year and indictments 
were returned on the mid-Sep- 
tember 
date 
against 
seven 
men, who subsequently were 
convicted. 


Dean said that between the 
two dates, thei-e were countless 
occasions when he imparted 
cover-up 
information 
to top 
presidential aides H. K. Halde- 
man and John D. Ehrlichman. 


"I was aware of the fact that 
often Haldeman took notes, I 
knew Haldeman met daily with 
the President," he said. "Given 
normal reporting channels I 
worked through, it was my as- 
sumption without question that 
it was going to the President." 


Dean said he told Nixon that 
the case had been contained — 
kent out of the White House. 


"Everyone seemed to know 
what I was talking about. It 


didn't seem to evoke any ques- 
tions," he said. "I said it 
couldn't be contained indefinite- 
ly, there were a lot of hurdles." 


Baker said the 
committee 
would like to hear about the 
Sept. 15 meeting from the oth- 
ers who attended: The Presi- 
dent and Haldeman. 


"I'm not able to say at this 
point how we might be able to 
get the President's perceptions 
of that meeting," Baker said. 
He noted Haldeman is sched- 
uled to appear before the com- 
mittee later. 


Dean said he made no notes 
after the Sept. 15, or at other 
discussions with Nixon. "Some 
of the things that were being 
said in those meetings ... were 
very incriminating to the Presi- 
dent," he said. 


Baker said he wanted to take 
Dean through two prime ques- 
tions: "V/hat did the President 
know and when did he know 
it?" 


He invited responses about 
Dean's personal knowledge, cir- 
cumstantial evidence and sup- 
position, and hearsay. 


Over and over, they went 
through Sept. 15 which Baker 
called "really a terribly impor- 
tant meeting in history." 


Dean stuck to his contention 
that Nixon knew by then what 
was going on. The President 
has said he wasn't aware of the 
cover-up until March 21 this 
year. 


Fear Of Soviet Union May 
Have Triggered China's Bomb 


TOKYO (AP) — Aiixiety over 
what it regards as the threat of 
Soviet attack appears to have 
outweighed diplomatic consid- 
erations in China's decision to 
explode another nuclear weap- 
on. 


Radio 
Peking 
confirmed 
Thursday that China had tested 
a hydrogen bomb in west China 
24 hours before. This was the 
14th nuclear test since 1964. 


The immediate effect of the 
blast will be to damage Pe- 
king's image in Japan, Austral- 
ia and New 
Zealand 
which 
comparatively 
recently recog- 
nized the People's Republic. 


Indirectly, the test lends sup- 
port to France — the only other 
power 
in 
the 
nuclear 
club 
which refuses to subscribe to 
the test ban treaty — at a time 
of. charged emotions in the Pa- 
cific. 


There have been widespread 
protests by countries in the 
area against French plans to 
trigger another series of atomic 
explosions in the atmosphere 
over the South Pacific. 


The World 
Court 
at 
The 
Hague issued an injunction last 
week against the French tests, 
which Paris said it would ig- 
nore. 


With the accession of Labor 
governments in Australia and 
New Zealand, official opposition 
to the explosion of nuclear de- 
vices in the air has hardened. 
The tests have been described 
as a menace to the health of 
their citizens. 


The Japanese have long suf- 
fered from nuclear allergy as a 
consequence of the atom bomb- 
ing by the United States of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki during 
World War II. The Chinese test 
was staged slightly more than 
a month before the 28th anni- 
versaries of these calamitous 
events. 


The Chinese have repeatedly 
said they fear that the Soviet 
Union, which is said to have a 
million men massed on the Chi- 
nese-Soviet border will strike 
apinst them. Visitors to Pe- 
king and other large cities have 
noterl widi^pread con^'trnctinn 


of underground shelters against 
possible Soviet nuclear assault. 


The Chinese bomb exploded 
in the midst of a mood of re- 
conciliation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, set 
off 
by last week's summit 
meeting of President Nixon and 
Leonid I. Brezhnev. 


During the meeting, Nixon 
and Brezhnev agreed to take 
steps toward prevention of nu- 
clear war. 


Though the Chinese have not 
yet made any public comment 
on 
the 
U.S.-Soviet 
summit 
meeting, they have long held 
that Russia and the United 
States seek superpower domi- 
nation of the world. 


They insist that their own 
bombs are not for aggressive 
use and are aimed at breaking 
the Soviet-American monopoly 
of nuclear weapons. While re- 
fusing, like France, to partici- 
pate in limited nuclear dis- 
armament conferences, the Chi- 
nese repeatedly demand a con- 
ference of all nations to prohib- 
it testing and scrap existine 


1Editorial Comment 


One Of The Seeds Of A Police State 


It was a minor incident and no 
far-reaching 
conclusions 
should 
be 
drawn from the unfortunate exper­ 
ience of a demonstrator during a presi­ 
dential visit to Pekin, 111., the other 
day. 


First, police and Secret Service 
agents made the man take his “Im­ 
peach Nixon” sign off its pole, then 
ordered him to remove it from its ply­ 
wood backing. 


When he gave them an argument, 
they arrested him and, according to 
a wire service report, hustled him 
around a corner where an officer clamp­ 
ed metal keys over his mouth, jerking 
his head back and forcing him to his 
knees. Then he was handcuffed. 


If it was a case of “police bru­ 
tality,” or just the use of somewhat 
more physical force than might have 
been necessary, it is not the first time 
it has happened in this country, or any­ 
where else, and won’t be the last. And 
after all, presidents have been known 
to be assassinated during public ap­ 
pearances. 


Even if we grant this, however, 
and even if we dismiss the demon­ 
strator as some sort of kook or a trou­ 
blemaker, there was also the unpleas­ 
ant sight of a policeman with a rifle 
shouting from the top of a nearby build­ 
ing : “No pictures!” 


What would he have done if some 
news photographer had taken a pic­ 
ture—shot him ? 


Yes, the demonstrator in Pekin 
may have been a kook, just as drug 
pushers may be “the very vermin of 
humanity,” as Myles J. Ambrose, a 
federal drug abuse official, said re­ 
cently in defense of lawmen who have 
mistakenly broken into homes of inno­ 
cent citizens and terrorized them on 
more than one occasion. 


But we could do worse than recall 
a statement attributed to an anti- 
Nazi martyr whose name at one time 
was well-known in America: 


“In Germany they first came for 
the Communists, and I didn’t speak 
up because I wasn’t a Communist. Then 
they came for the Jews and I didn’t 
speak up because I wasn’t a Jew. Then 
they came for the trade unionists, and 
I didn’t speak up because I wasn’t a 
trade unionist. Then they came for 
the Catholics, and I didn’t speak up 
because I was a Protestant. Then they 
came for me—and by that time no one 
was left to speak up.” 


For Communists or Jews or trade 
unionists, substitute kooks or demon­ 
strators or “vermin” and Pastor Mar­ 
tin Niemoller’s words strike uncom­ 
fortably close to home today. 


A Half-Quote Lives On And On 


The good men do is oft interred 
with their bones; their misquotes live 
after them—especially if they are presi­ 
dents. 


Latest person to misuse a supposed 
statement by Richard Nixon is political 
scientist James Barber of Duke Uni­ 
versity. In an interview with the edi­ 
tors of the Washington Monthly, he 
suggested that the President might try 
to create a new crisis to make people 
forget the current one over Watergate. 


“Remember,” said Barber, taking 
a rather long leap of logic, “Nixon in­ 
vaded Cambodia right after the Senate 
rejected G. Harrold Carswell for the 
Supreme Court. Remember, also, the 
President’s statement, made just after 
his re-election, that ‘the average Ameri­ 
can is just like the child in the family.’ 


Nixon has often followed Dr. Spock’s 
advice—if the child is unhappy with 
one thing, get him something else.” 


Unfortunately for Barber, and oth­ 
ers who have seized upon this particu­ 
lar Nixon quote, or half-quote, what 
the President said after comparing the 
average American .to the child in the 
family was that all the average Ameri­ 
can wants is to stop being babied (by 
the government) and be given a chance 
to show what he can do on his own. 


Unfortunately for the president, 
however, nobody ever remembers this 
part of the quote. 


The President has enough prob­ 
lems as it is. It would be the decent 
thing if Nixon-baiters would at least 
stick to the facts.

Perhaps the most respected principle 
unique 
to 
the 
United 
States 
Military 
Academy at West Point, New York, is one that 
deals with the individual cadet’s character 
and integrity: honor. As future officers in the 
United States Armed Services who may some 
day hold positions of eminent responsibility, 
it is essential that all cadets develop a strong 
sense of honor. 


The Cadet Honor Code is the principal 
means for developing such a concept. In es­ 
sence, the code states “that a cadet will not 
lie, cheat, or steal or tolerate those who do.” 
In reference specifically to the Courier 
editorial of June 19, 1973, entitled “ ‘Honor 
Code' Justice” : On September 15, 1971, a fel­ 
low classmate and an officer-instructor of 
Cadet James J. Pelosi’s, witnessed and later 
testified that Mr. Pelosi had cheated on an 
examination by writing an answer after all 
cadets had been ordered to stop work. A guil­ 
ty verdict r^urned by the cadet honor com- 


mittee was appealed to a board of officers. 
Before this board convened, a higher academy 
authority summarily dismissed the Pelosi case 
because of a legal technicality. Let me empha­ 
size that Pelosi’s guilt or innocence was not 
consiaereo. 


The honor committee again weighed the 
evidence in this particular case and reaffirm ­ 
ed their decision that Pelosi had indeed cheat­ 
ed on the examination and was therefore guilty 
of committing an honor violation. A majority 
of the Corps of Cadets, through vote, supported 
the honor committee and its decision to “si­ 
lence” Pelosi. As a member of the Class of 
1973 and its honor committee, I too, supported 
that decision—and would do so again today.

Viet Missing List 


Is Likely Forever 


Bv RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON (NEA) - One 
continuing tragedy of the war 
is the unwillingness of Hanoi 
to cooperate in determining the 
fate of almost 1,300 America^ 
missing in Vietnam and still 
unaccounted for. 


Another 1,100 have been offi­ 
cially declared dead—but their 
remains have not been recover­ 
ed. 


Especially agonizing are the 
cases of airmen seen on the 
ground after crashing and those 
whose 
pictures 
as 
prisoners 
were published by Hanoi—yet 
who have not been released nor 
their deaths satisfactorily ex­ 
plained by the Communists. 


Though the cease-fire agree­ 
ments 
solemnly provided for 
sincere cooperation by the Viet 
Cong 
and 
North Vietnamese, 
U.S. team s have regularly been 
denied access to sites where 
American planes are known or 
believed to have crashed, and 
to reported graves of American 
eer vicemen. 


The exceptions, where North- 
Vietnam has provided some co­ 
operation, have been even more 
frustrating. An American team, 
for example, was allowed to 
visit Nol'Lli Viêiiiàrâ on Msy 
11 and May 18 to see sites of 
graves 
in 
which 
Americans 
were allegedly buried. 


But Hanoi curiously did not 
permit the American team to 
recover or identify the remains. 
(Does this suggest the North 
Vietnamese 
government 
was 
afraid of what a study of the 
bodies would show—in torture 
or other m istreatm ent?) 


Most, 
and possibly all, the 
Vietnam missing are dead. But 
we have all heard stories of 
men 
mysteriously 
discovered 
years after a war, as with the 
Japanese soldier found on an 
island more than two decades 
after World War II. Any father, 
mother, wife or child of a miss­ 
ing 
servicem an 
desperately 
wants certainty. 


A family with a husband or 
son missing in Laos must be 
in 
particularly 
great 
agony. 
From North Vietnam, 312 Air 
Force officers and men were 
returned and 322 still unaccount­ 
ed for, roughly a 50-50 ratio. 
But only six Air Force men 
have been returned from Laos, 
with 308 yet to be accounted 
for, a ratio of one to 51. 


The hairy jungle areas of 
Laos, in great measure unin­ 
habited, can explain away a 
part of this difference. A flier 
with a broken back, for exam­ 
ple, might well starve to death 
on the spot because no one 
would find him on time. Like­ 
wise, the thick jungle foliage 
would 
cover 
his 
body 
after 
death, and his plane as well. 


But the difference between 
one returned for every 51 still 
unaccounted for in Laos as com­ 
pared with one returned for 
every 1.03 still unaccounted for 
in North Vietnam is too great 
to be explained by a difference 
in geography. 


There is suspicion here that 
some men may be still held cap­ 
tive. But it must be emphasized 
this is mere suspicion; there 
is no evidence. 


The men working on the miss­ 
ing and accounted for problem 
in the Pentagon expect that 
many of the missing servicemen 
in Laos, North Vietnam and 
in 
Communist-occupied 
South 
Vietnam will never 
found—or 
then- deaths even be explained 
with certainty. 


The search for the missing 
will take years at best. Nonco­ 
operation by Hanoi could length- 


en the task interminably. The 
longer the search takes, the 
less chance there will be of find­ 
ing what happened to many 
of the men. Rapidly growing 
jungles 
wipe out almost 
all 
traces. The memories of farm­ 
ers or tribesmen living near 
a crash site grow dim or confus­ 
ed. Local mountain people move 
away. The metal remains of 
the airplanes are carted away 
and transformed into building 
materials or other uses and 
their places of origin obscured. 


For m any wives, children and 
parents the vigil will never end.

China has ordered some six 
million tons of wheat and other 
grains from the United States, 
Australia and other countries 
up to the first of July.

An official target for 
production of 115 million tons of 
grains, 17 million more than 
last year, has been set.

While people may go hungrv 
in India and China, the worst 
conditions

Ironi­ 
cally, some could die because 
fall rains, coming too little and 
too late, could isolate them 
from relief supplies.

as telling him “he was con­ 
vinced that he had been wire­ 
tapped in 1968.” 


Dean testified that he pressed 
Sullivan for examples of FBI 
political activity and Sullivan 
sent him a memorandum. The 
Washington Star-News said the 
memorandum described an in­ 
vestigation conducted after the 
1968 election of Vice President­ 
elect Spiro T Agnew. 


Sullivan said the investigation 
was ordered by President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson and nothing ad­ 
verse was found, according to 
the newspaper.

Dean told the committee that 
the matter of FBI surveillance 
came up during a discussion 
with the President at the time 
of the Senate hearings on the 
nomination of L. Patrick Gray 
III to be director of the FBI. 


“The President told me he 
was reading a book at that 
time called ‘The 13 Mistakes of 
Kennedy,’ and he told me that I 
should read the chapter regard­ 
ing Kennedy’s use of the FBI. 


“He also told m e I should 
gather any m aterial I could re­ 
garding the uses and abuses of 
the FBI by previous adminis­ 
trations so that we could show 
we had not abused the FBI for 
political purposes.”

Speaking at the final scientif­ 
ic 
session 
of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Association’s 
(AMA) 
122im1 annual convention, Dr. 
William 
Lukasfii 
urged some 
1,000 doctors and other medical 
personnel to see that there is 
more clinical research in the 
United 
States 
“to 
establish 
acupuncture’s true worth before 
it is put into practice.” 


Lukash said his skepticism 
turned to 
“frank 
amazement 
when 
he 
witnessed 
major 
surgery, apparently done suc­ 
cessfully, on alert and smiling 
patients who had only needling 


to deaden the pain.” 


But 
another 
speaker, 
Dr. 
James Y, P. Chen, a member 
of tihe acupuncture committee 
of the National 
Institute of 
Health, waraed that the United 
States 
should 
go 
slow 
in 
adopting 
tiie 
medical 
art 
practiced in 
China for 7,000 
years. 


“There is m uch to be learned 
from Chinese medical practices 
before their achievements, par­ 
ticularly in acupuncture anes­ 
thesia, are m ade reproducible 
in 
Western 
countries,” 
said 
Chen, of Santa Monica, Calif. 
“Even in 
China 
efforts are 
being made to place acupunc­ 
ture 
on 
a 
m ore 
scientific 
ground.” 


David M. Link of the federal 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDAj warned the physicians 
of “great potential for abuse” if 
acupuncture 
continues 
uncon­ 
trolled. The administration or­ 
dered 
last 
M arch 
that 
all 


acupuncture equipment be la­ 
beled to the effect that it can 
be 
used 
only 
by 
licensed 
medical practitioners. 


“Our 
conclusion 
was 
that 
acupuncture 
still 
is 
in 
the 
experimental 
stage 
with 
no 
demonstrated safe and proper 
use,” 
Link 
said, noting that 
some 
states 
ahready 
have 
banned 
the 
practice, 
while 
others 
have 
limited 
it 
to 
physicians and surgeons. Neva­ 
da 
will 
license 
practitioners 
even if they are not profes­ 
sionals. 


One 
speaker. 
Dr. 
Ronald 
Melsack, professor of psycholo­ 
gy 
at 
McGill 
University, 
Montreal, challenged the claim 
that acupuncture does not hurt. 
He said patients did not want to 
admit pain and often said they 
felt “hot” instead. 


“It is bearable but painful,” 
Melsack said.

achey feeling.”

Hopes For Derailed

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Legislation to establish a six- 
county transportation district in 
northeastern Illinois remained 
b a d l y d e r a i l e d —perhaps 
hopelessly—Thursday as the Il­ 
linois General Assembly drifted 
toward its closing hours.

Senate Adjourned 
GOP Outflanks Walker

SPRINGFIELD, HI. (AP) — 
Majority Republicans abruptly 
adjourned the Illinois Senate 
Thursday night in a move that 
all but certainly places out of 
Gov. Daniel Walker’s reach the 
votes to win passage of his in­ 
come tax relief plan. 


The Republican move also 
meant that the General Assem- 
i>ly will overshoot its Saturday 
deadline for summer adjourne- 
ment and work at least through 
Sunday. 


A stack of big-money appi-o- 
priations bills that cannot be 
approved by the Senate in less 
than three days were about to 
be introduced when president 
William C. Harris, R-Pontiac, 
without explanation, adjourned 
the chamber for the night on a 
voice vote. 


Included 
among the 
bills 
were hefty allocations for the 
departments of transportation 
and conservation. So was Walk­ 
er’s plan to grant a $10 credit 
on tlie bill of each state income 
tax payer for each of his ex­ 
emptions. 
The Harris maneu­ 
ver meant Walker will have to 
found 
up 
seven Republican 
votes if he hopes to follow his 
announced strategy of bypass­ 
ing the committee stage with 
the plan. 


“ITiey don’t want them to by­ 
pass committee, and the reason 
is that they want to kill the 
plan,” Senate Minority Leader 
Cecil A. Partee, D-Chicago, de­ 
clared as he emerged from a 
Democratic caucus. 


Under the 1970 state con- 


stitution, legislation cannot be 
approved after Saturday with­ 
out three-fifths majorities. That 
means that the Walker tax plan 
would need 36 votes to pass the 
senate rather than the 30, a 
simple majority, that would be 
required i n a vote Saturday. 


The constitution states that a 
bill must be in the Senate for at 
least three days before it can 
be passed. If Walker’s tax plan 
had been introduced Thursday, 
it could have beien approv^ 
Saturday. 


Other measures that cannot 
be considered before Sunday in­ 
clude appropriations for the De­ 
partments 
of 
Transportation 
and Conservation. 


At a news conference earlier, 
Walker 
announced 
that 
he 
planned a bold end-run around 
the Republican-dominated Sen­ 
ate Revenue Committee that 
was believed waiting to lay to 
rest the tax relief plan. 


Success of the move would 
have demanded the defection of 
at least one Republican to the 
Democratic side of the volatile 
political issue. The GOP holds 
a one-vote edge in the 59-mem­ 
ber senate. 


“I am appealing to independ­ 
ent, fair-minded Republicans to 
join with me and the Democrat­ 
ic party to provide real tax re­ 
lief for the people immediate­ 
ly,” Walker said. 


Reports cropped up that the 
Walker 
administration 
was 
mounting a quiet but intense 
lobbying drive to crack the dis­ 
cipline of the Republican sena­ 
tors in the final days of the 
spring session and lure over a 


vote or two. The action of Har­ 
ris seemed certain to be read 
as a tipoff that the governor 
was succeeding. 


Reacting to the Harris move, 
Walker press secretary Norton 
Kay termed it a “sneak action” 
that “violated all standards of 
decency.” 


“Senator Harris knew we had 
the votes to pass governor 
Walker’s income tax relief,” 
Kay said in a statement. Harris 
had, he said, “robbed every 
man, woman and child in this 
state of $10 each.” 


The governor, himself, Kay 
said, would have no immediate 
comment. Under Walker’s pro­ 
posal, $10 could be subtracted 
from each income tax bill for 
each exemption claimed. 


House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, R-Park Forest, is the 
sponsor of a rival plan to cut 
the state sales tax from 4 cents 
on the dollar to 3.5 cents. 


The speaker’s measure has 
been approved by the General 
Assembly and is on the way to 
the governor’s desk. The House 
approved 
Walker’s 
proposal, 
110-53, Wednesday night. 


Walker telephoned Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley Thurs­ 
day morning and in the after­ 
noon met for more than an 
hour in his office with Blair., 
Harris, Partee and House Mi­ 
nority Leader Clyde L. Choate, 
D-Anna. 


One reason why Walker may 
have preferred not to comment 
directly on the action was that 
the five planned to resume 
talks Thursday night. 


While action on the gover­ 


nor’s tax plan centered in the 
Senate, 
another battle 
was 
being waged in the House, 
where Blair has declared dead 
Walker’s proposal to establish a 
regional transit authority in six 
counties of northeastern

linois. 


There, too, Democratic lead­ 
ers were said to be quietly 
combing the ranks of Republi­ 
cans for the votes to pass legis­ 
lation sponsored by R<^. James 
Houlihan, D-Chicago, to create 
such a bus, commuter rail and 
mass transit system. 


The Houlihan bill would enact 
the governor’s proposal on the 
issue. 


With the Harris move, it also 
would take 36 votes rather than 
a simple majority of 30 to win 
Senate approval of Walker’s 
RTA proposal.

Drilling Oil 
O 


Near Denver 


CHICAGO (AP) - Amoco 
Production Co., U.S. explor­ 
ation and production subsidiary 
of Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) 
announced plans Thursday for 
a multimillion-dollar program 
of drilling for natural gas in the 
Wattenberg Field northeast of 
Denver. 


Gas was discovered in the 
field in 1970 in an exploration 
drilling program financed by 
Panhandle Eastern Pipeline Co. 
This company will transport 
the major portion of the new 
gas production to its midwest- 
ern market area in Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Mis­ 
souri. 


Amoco said its initial plans 
are to drill some 200 wells in 
the next 13 months beginnmg 
about July 1. Amoco’s program 
also involves construction of a 
gas processing plant, estimated 
to cost $4.5 million, with a daily 
capacity of 500,000 cubic feet of 
gas. 


At the same time, Panhandle 
Eastern said it will construct a 
300-mile gas gathering system 
in the Wattenberg Field at an 
estimated cost of $32 million. 
The Panhandle Eastern facil­ 
ities will transport the gas to 
the Amoco plant. 


Both the Panhandle Eastern 
PipeUne system and the Amoco 
processing plant are scheduled 
for completion in the spring of 
1S74. TIife vVatleabcig gas pro­ 
duction will reach Panhandle 
Eastern’s 
main 
transmission 
system in western Kansas un­ 
der an exchange and trans­ 
portation 
arrangement 
with 
Colorado Interstate Gas Co. A 
portion of the Wattenberg pro­ 
duction will go directly to Colo­ 
rado Interstate near Denver. 


The production in the Watten­ 
berg Field comes from sands at 
depths ranging from 7,600 to 8,- 
400 feet. All the new wells to be 
drilled will be stimulated for 
maximum production by hy­ 
draulic fracturing, made neces­ 
sary because of the tight geo­ 
logical formations involved. 


Amoco plans construction of 
the gas processing plant to be­ 
gin Aug 1. The plant will pro­ 
duce an estimated 330,000 gal­ 
lons of liquid gas daily.

There 
were no signs of violence. 


Zahn’s wife said she had ex­ 
pected him for dinner at their 
$100,000 
home 
in 
Highland 
Park. 


Franklin Park, Melrose Park 
and Highland Park all are sub­ 
urbs of Chicago. 


Police Lt. Donald Nolan of 
Franklin Park said a witness 
told police he saw Zahn talking 
with another man at the site 
where Zahn’s car was found. 


Nolan 
quoted 
the witness, 
whom he did not identify, as 
saying that Zahn and the other 
man were discussing something 
in what the witness said was an 


“unfriendly 
manner.” 
Nolan 
said the witness could not hear 
the conversation. 


Zahn’s automobile was turned 
over to crime labohatory ex­ 
perts in an effort find a clue 
to his disappearance. 


Louis Zahn, 63, founder of the 
wholesale firm which services 
1,400 retail drug stores in the 
Midwest, told f^eral agents he 
received an anonymous call 
Wednesday night informing him 
his son was being held. Zahn 
said he was instructed to leave 
his Oak Park and go to a near­ 
by mail box under which he 
would find an envelope with in­ 
structions. Zahn complied but 
did not find the envelope. 


Investigators were puzzled as 
to how any persons who might 
have 
kidnaped 
Zahn 
would 
have obtained his father’s un­ 
listed telephone number. They 
also theorized that since the 
telephone instructions specified 
a nearby mailbox, the caller 
must have know the location of 
the elder Zahn’s house in an ex­ 
pensive section of Oak Park, 
another suburb. 


The Melrose Park warehouse 
where Zahn last was seen was 
the location 10 years ago of a 
strange burglary.

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — A 
crushed rock supplier in search 
of new 
quarry locations in 
Florida used space pictures to 
find limestone deposits that 
ground survey teams failed to 
see. 


The Martin Marietta Corp. 
said its 
Aggregates Division 
was running out of its local 
sources of supply of rock in 
western central Florida last 
year 
and 
new, 
undeveloped 
deposits 
had 
to 
be 
found 
without delay. 


“Field 
survey 
teams 
had 
been active for months without 
success, and c o m p e t i t i o n 
threatened 
to 
capture 
the 
market,” Martin-Marietta said 
in a technical report on the 
potential of space photography 
to locate mineral resources. 


“It was obvious that tradi­ 
tional 
methods 
of 
locating 
limestone deposits would not 
solve the problem. They were 
too slow.” 


Stereoscopes Used 


The 
3,000-square-mile 
area 
was difficult terrain for geolo­ 
gists to survey. It was low land 
with 
dense 
vegetation 
and 
numerous lakes, sink holes and 
swamps. 


The 
company’s 
Aggregates 
Division turned to its aerospace 
division in Denver for help. 
Scientists obtained photographs 
of the area taken from the 
Apollo 9 Earth-orbiting space­ 
craft and by a high flying 
aircraft. 
The 
pictures 
were 
available to the public from the 
government 
data 
center 
in 
Sioux Falls, S.D. 


G e o l o g i s t s using simple 
stereoscopes studied 36 photo­ 
graphs for subtle clues to the 
presence of limestone beds and 
quickly came up with nine 
promising areas. 


They noted such things as a 
ridge that appeared to be the 
result of a rock layer that 
resisted 
erosion better than 
surrounding terrain, and they 
found that drainage patterns in 


the low land were valuable 
tools 
for 
finding 
the 
rock 
sought. 


Limestone Found 


For instance, the Withlacoo- 
chee River abruptly changed 
direction from west-southwest­ 
erly to northerly. This suggest­ 
ed that a major subsurface 
rock structure was present to 
force the course change. 


Martin reported that lime­ 
stone was found at or near the 
surface at each one of the nine 
chosen sites. 


“In fact, several grades of 
limestone were found in addi­ 
tion to the hard stone that was 
the 
immediate 
need,” 
the 
company reported. “A commer­ 
cial use has been found for the 
softer grades, thus increasing 
the value of the discoveries. 


Not only did the photo studies 
pinpoint the areas of potential 
limestone deposits, but Martin 
said they contributed to greater 
economy by spotlighting the 
areas in which searches would 
have been fruitless. 


After the limestone beds were 
verified, Martin Marietta deter­ 
mined who the owners of the 
property 
were 
and 
secured 
permission to drill in areas of 
prime interest. Three of the 
sites 
were 
found 
to 
have 
excellent potential for hard 
limestone and leasing arrange­ 
ments are now being made.

amount of calories, have the 
same effect on your body as 
far as maintaining your weight 
is concerned. 


Dear Reader—Whenever you 
sharply decrease your calorie 
intake 
the 
body 
m etabolism 
shuts down, decreasing the calo­ 
ries used and the rate of weight 
loss. This is nature’s mechan­ 
ism of enabling man to survive 
when food is not abundant. If 
you are lost in the A rctic, this 
can be rather handy. It ’s not 
so handy if you are dieting to 
lose weight. When the metabo­ 
lism is shut down the energy 
level is zilch. To help counter­ 
act this, if you want to lose 
weight, it is better to m aintain 
an 
active 
physical 
program 
which stimulates your metabo­ 
lism. 


For a good sensible weight 
control program ^ o u should de­ 
crease the calories only a rea­ 
sonable amount and increase 
your physical activity. This w ill 
enable you to eat a good, nor­ 
mal, healthy diet w hile losing 
weight slowly. You need to de­ 
velop nutrition habits to keep 
the excess fat off, not just sim ­ 
ply to lose it. 


Now, about regaining weight 
after you’ve stopped the diet. 
This is particularly apt to hap­ 
pen on the low carbohydrate 
diets, such as the recently popu­ 
larized Atkins’ diet or its pre­ 
ceding 
versions, 
such 
as 
Taller’s 
“ C a l o r i e s 
Don’t 
Count,” the erroneously called 
A ir Force Diet or M ayo’s D iet. 
Much of the initial weight loss 
on low carbohydrated diets is 


from loss of water. The kidneys 
lose 
needed 
body 
salt 
and 
w ater, not just fat. This some­ 
tim es causes weakness. When 
you resume eating a more nor­ 
m al diet to include important 
carbohydrate sources, such as 
vegetables, cereals, raw fruits, 
or even m ilk, the body chem­ 
istry returns to norm al level, 
and you regain the norm al salt 
and water. This rapid weight 
loss that’s been evident on the 
scales, and sometimes evident 
in the haggard, sunken face, 
is quickly replaced. The effect 
is much the same as watering 
a plant that hasn’t gotten water 
for several weeks — if it sur­ 
vived.

The right size is one 
in which the blade tip can be 
seated 
firm ly 
and 
squarely 
against the bottom and sides of 
the screw slot. Don’t substitute 
a screw driver for a chisel or 
prybar. Don’t hold the work in 
one hand, the screwdriver in the 
other. That’s a way to gouge a 
hole in your hand. 


Saw — A sharp saw cuts, a 
dull one slips. Support your 
work on a siawhorse. Start the 
cut on the back stroke and keep 
an even steady pressure while 
sawing. If you are cutting metal 
with a hacksaw, fasten the work 
in a vise. 


Pliers — Have several types; 
there’s no such thing as univer­ 
sal pliers. Don’t use pliers witn 
worn jaws. Don’t use pliers to 
try and loosen or tighten bolts 
or pipe fittings where great 
pressure 
is 
needed. 
Use 
a 
wrench. 


Wrench — Again, you w ill 
need a variety. The adjustable 
wTench is the nearest thing to 
an all-purpose wrench but you 
w ill learn after a time what 
other kinds to get. Do not put 
a pipe on the handle of a small 
wrench to increase leverage. 
Use a larger wrench. For round 
objects you w ill need a pipe 
wrench with a movable upper 
jaw that tightens automatically 


when pressure is applied to the 
handle. 


Power tools — Any electrical 
tool should be grounded before 
using. The exception is the new­ 
er types of portable tools with 
insulated, 
nonmetal housings. 
If you have any number of pow­ 
er tools, try to run them on a 
separate circuit to avoid over­ 
loading. 


Don’t use a power saw with­ 
out a guard over the blade.

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EDITOR’S NOTE; The follow­ 
ing letter was sent to Governor 
Dan Walker June 18. It is an 
open letter to the governor, sent 
in care of the Journal Courier. 
The writer has received no re­ 
sponse from the governor as 
of yet. 


Dear Governor Walker; 


As an employee of Jackson­ 
ville State Hospital and as a 
taxpayer, I deeply share your 
concern about the staggering 
financial costs involved in sup­ 
porting our present human serv­ 
ice delivery systems throughout 
the entire State. Many of us 
in the field of mental health 
recognize the fact that our total 
patient population in state hos­ 
pitals throughout Illinois has 
been dram atically declining for 
a number of reasons. However, 
I am most concerned that in 
the guise of economy you may 
“ throw the baby out with the 
bath water” by seriously crip­ 
pling those services desperately 
needed by many of our citizens, 
services supported by taxpayer 
monies. 


With reference to Jackson­ 
ville State Hospital, it is still 
a fact that we have a large 
number of patients requiring 


skilled care and treatm ent and 
for whom placement in a vari­ 
ety of nursing care facilities 
cannot be undertaken at this 
tim e. Many of these patients, 
institutionalized over the years, 
have been considered “ untreat- 
able” by other m ental health 
facilities and by the communi­ 
ties in which they have previ­ 
ously resided. In addition, we 
have a considerable number of 
m entally retarded patients also 
requiring skilled care and train­ 
ing to achieve their fullest po­ 
tential, whatever that might be. 
We also provide extensive serv- 


the dignity and quality care 
that 
citizenship 
implies, 
let 
alone the dignity to which they 
are entitled by virtue of their 
God-created humanness. Do we 
measure our responsibilities to 
these citizens in dollars alone? 
Certainly, in Illinois these pa­ 
tients are entitled to the best 
quality services we can provide. 
These are mandated standards 
often overlooked when we apply 
the bureaucratic yardstick of 
patient-staff ratios underlying 
our current cut-backs in staff. 
The application of bureaucratic 
yardsticks, Mr. Walker, if car- 


ices to adolescent patients andlried out to its logical extreme 
to many other adult psychiatric 
patients for whom short-term 
treatm ent and responsive inter­ 
vention 
can 
speedily 
return 
them to their own communities 
and loved ones. W e are also 
providing 
direct 
services 
to 
m any patients who have left 
the state hospital or who have 
been referred to our Out-Patient 
C linic 
and 
traveling 
teams. 
M any of our patients are con­ 
sidered the “ rejects” and the 
“ forgotten” 
in 
our 
society. 
W hatever their im pairm ents or 
d ifi2noses, M r. W alker, they are 
still citizens and Illinois resi­ 
dents and must be treated with 


can suggest other alternative 
solutions to these human prob­ 
lems. We have already witness­ 
ed massive placements of pa­ 
tients within nursing care facili­ 
ties, often woefully understaff­ 
ed. Perhaps we can even rele­ 
gate our patients to cheaper 
forms of care until that too be­ 
comes too costly. Why then, 
we can find even cheaper meth­ 
ods to deal with these difficult 
human problems — m assive 
sterilization 
programs, 
eu­ 
thanasia, and so on—that is, 
if we based our thinking solely 
on dollar-bill costs. I do not sug­ 
gest, 
Mr. 
Walker, that 
you 


espouse this kind of nihilistic 
philosophy, 
but 
there is 
an 
alarm ingly 
growing trend 
in 
this State to base all of our de­ 
cisions on the bureaucratic phi­ 
losophy which reduces human 
beings to “ things” rather than 
“ persons,” and this philosophy 
is being spawned and nurtured 
at an increasing rate in our so­ 
ciety because we are substitute 
ing 
technological 
values 
for 
those kinds of human values 
which made Illinois a pioneer 
in the formulation of treatm ent 
and social welfare policies for 
society’s so-called rejects. 


Staff and administration at 
Jacksonville State Hospital have 
also 
been 
concerned 
about 
costs, M r. Walker. W ell before 
your election, our adm inistra­ 
tion and program directors met 
with our regional adm inistra­ 
tion and hammered out realis­ 
tic staffing plans which would 
not im pair our ability to serve 
our patients or to provide those 
kinds of mental health services 
required in many of the com­ 
m unities we are mandated to 
serve. This plan called for a 
staff reduction of approximately 
180 positions by Ju ly 1, 1975. 
In addition, we saw other ways 
of 
saving 
taxpayer 
monies 
through a capital facility plan, 
based on sound engineering and 
clin ical concepts, which would 
Dermit us a more complete u tili­ 
zation of newer buildings and 
an abandonment of the older, 
antiquated buildings too costly 
to renovate. Our plan also en­ 
visioned the abolishment of non- 
essential services. But, of even 


greater import, was the iformu- 
lation and actual implementa­ 
tion of newer and more pro­ 
gressive treatment approaches 
for our so-called “ untreatables” 
and new methods of interven­ 
tion which would shorten the 
length 
of 
hospitalization 
for 
m any other patients. This was 
tru ly a period of creativity, an 
upsurgence in morale for both 
staff and patients alike, and 
a new highly humanizing rich 
environment began springing up 
a ll over the hospital! It was 
an environment, no longer cus­ 
todial, in which patient rights, 
patient responsibility in their 
ovm treatment based on a fun­ 
dam ental belief in the capacity 
and potential of patients to grow 
and recover echoed throughout 
our units, and it was in keeping 
with 
progressive 
new 
state 
statutes 
and 
mental 
health 
codes which, if fully imple­ 
mented, 
could 
revolutionize 
m ental health practices here 
in Illinois. 


In the past few months, M r. 
W alker, all of this has come 
to a grinding, paralyzing halt! 
Our own staffing plan, labori­ 
ously programmed to ensure 
responsible patient care and to 
prevent chaotic and undue hard­ 
ships to affected personnel and 
to the economy of the Jackson­ 
ville 
community was utterly 
scrapped and replaced by other 
hum anly 
insensitive 
bureau­ 
cratic standards. Already we 
have been reduced beyond our 
staffing plan for Ju ly 1, 1975, 
and we are now mandated, in 
the name of economy, to elim i­ 


nate an additional 150 positions 
by Ju ly 1, 1974. And, to do this 
“ responsibly” we are urged to 
reduce our patient population 
by at least 140 patients at a 
tim e when even greater patient 
services are required. The price 
we pay is not counted by those 
bureaucratic standards justify­ 
ing this cut-back in personnel 
and services. There are hidden 
costs—many of our employees 
losing their jobs received spe­ 
cialized training at taxpayer 
dollars to increase their knowl­ 
edge and skills. A m assive para- 
noidal system replaces the rich, 
humanizing environment for pa­ 
tients and staff. Individuals with 
differing job classifications are 
pitted against each other; em­ 
ployee groups bitterly fight one 
another; employees deserving 
promotion feel forced to turn 
them down for fear of losing 
seniority and being laid off; 
loyalty and trust in hospital 
administration, 
departmental 
administration and your august 
office have been undermined, 
and our ability to provide even 
the most basic care for our pa­ 
tients is seriously jeopardized 
Add to these internal problems 
the deeply human suffering of 
so 
many employees 
severed 
from their livelihood, the loss 
of hospital credibility with the 
communities we serve, the fran 
tic lobbying of many community 
groups and legislators with their 
many pronosed unplanned plans 
<^0 save the hospital, and you 
have a total situation rem i­ 
niscent of the “ Tower of Babel” 
and 
the 
“ HUmpty-Dumpty 
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dilemmas. And, a ll of this for 
what purpose? In the name of 
some 
m yopically 
conceived 
economy ratio nale? Please, Mr. 
W alker, put on your glasses 
and take a responsive lo(^ at 
what is happening here at Jack­ 
sonville State H ospital and note, 
too, M r. W alker, that this same 
tragedy is d aily occurring in 
all of our hum an service deliv­ 
ery 
systems 
throughout 
the 
State! 


Save money as you must, Mr. 
W alker, but w ith the right pri­ 
orities and direction and not 
at the expense of desperately 
needed services. Look to your 
counterpart in M innesota who 
recently called in the best indus­ 
trial expertise in his state, at 
no expense to 
taxpayers, to 
study bureaucratic adm inistra­ 
tive and paper-shuffling costs. 
Heeding their suggestions, Min­ 
nesota w ill save an estimated 
$75,000,000 this year, and not 
at the expense o f mammoth 
service 
reductions. 
Demand 
from all our departm ents pro­ 
viding human services a fertile 
and 
im aginative 
coordination 
and integration of effort in pro­ 
viding these services, in the 
reduction of co stly 
and inef­ 
fective referral procedures, an 
elim ination 
of 
adm inistrative 
red tape and gaps in -services, 
and a creative and ever-deep­ 
ening joint partnership with the 
private sector in a total, com­ 
prehensive attack on the human 
and social problem s to which 


they must address themselves. 
In these w ays, hundreds of m il­ 
lions of dollars can be saved 
and our human service deliv­ 
ery system can become truly 
responsive to the needs of our 
citizens and communities. 


Finially, M r. W alker, I urge 
you to substitute rational plan­ 
ned change 
for the chaotic, 
panic-based economy cuts now 
being implemented at our facili­ 
ty. Declare a moratorium on 
all further staff reductions at 
our hospital. Allow us to con­ 
tinue providing quality treat­ 
ment for a ll of our patients. 
Remove from us our suspicions 
that this facility is actually be­ 
ing closed. Mandate us to re­ 
sponsibly enter into appropri­ 
ate planning with community 
leaders, legislators, consumers, 
and other departm ental provid­ 
ers of services in the com­ 
munities we serve and then, 
one year from now, in joint con­ 
sultation w ith our regional and 
departm ental 
administration, 
let us be responsibly reviewed 
and 
required 
changes made. 
And perhaps during this per­ 
iod, we m ay set new precedents 
in treating the “ untreatables” 
and restoring others more effi­ 
ciently and earlier to the main­ 
streams in their own communi­ 
ties—and this in keeping with 
the great tradition of this fine, 
old, and yet ever-youthful in­ 
stitution ! !

Handyman Woes.,. 
Here 
The Answer 


By A N D Y LA N G 
A P New sfeatures 
Q. — I need som e help in one 
aspect of finishing the attic in 
our Cape Cod house. In consid­ 
ering how to m ake a door open­ 
ing, I am puzzled as to whether 
it must be reinforced at the top 
and sides or w hether this step 
can be skipped. Isn ’t the rein­ 
forcement required only when 
it’s part of a load-bearing wall. 
In this case, it d efin itely is not 
a load-bearing w a ll since I am 
building it from scratch. 


A — You’re rig h t that a wall 
of the type you m ention w ill not 
be 
load-bearing; 
that 
is, 
it 
won’t be helping to support the 
oof or a floor above. But you 
still must put ex tra 2 by 4s 
above the door fram e and at 
each side of it. 
Those extra 
pieces of lum ber w ill keep the 
fram e intact under the stress it 
w ill undergo each tim e the door 
is opened and closed. The dif­ 
ference is that, w itli a load- 
bearing w all, the extra pieces 
must be heavier and stronger 
lumber. 


Q. — Our attic has subfloor­ 
ing that is rough but strong and 
apparently w ell built. I want to 
put down resilien t tile flooring. 
I have been advised that I w ill 
first have to lay a regular floor 
over 
the 
subfloor 
and 
then 
place the tiles on that. Can’t I 
put the tiles down right over 
ihe subfloor? 


A. — It is not w ise to lay the 
tiles directly on the subfloor. 
But neither do you have to in­ 
stall a regular floor. What you 
need is an im derlaym ent of ei­ 
ther hardboard or plywood on 
which the tiles can be placed. 
The 4 by 4 sheets are easiest to 
handle. M erely n a il them to the 
subfloor, w ith about a 16th of 


an inch space at the joints and 
you w ill have a solid, smooth 
surface for the tiles. 


Q. — The old gypsum board 
walls in the children’s room are 
in such bad shape that I want 
to replace them. Do I have to 
take down the old boards to put 
up new ones? I plan on using 
the same kind. 


A. — No. You can put new 
gypsum 
wallboard 
over 
old. 
However, it would be wise to 
place a vapor barrier between 
the two. Plastic film w ill do. Or 
you might consider a type of 
wallboard that has a vapor bar­ 
rier on one side of it. It’s more 
expensive than the plain, but 
w ill save you tim e and trouble. 


Q. — I want to put in one of 
those air conditioners that are 
installed d irectly in the wall. 
Can you tell me how to install 
it? 


A. — I can, but it would take 
half of this page. The dealer 
where you buy the air condi­ 
tioner has w ritten instructions 
for the project. But before you 
select the m achine, be sure you 
give your dealer every possible 
bit 
of 
inform ation, 
including 
where 
it 
w ill 
be 
installed, 
whether 
you have insulation, 
the number of windows in the 
room, etc.

Post time at Rushville is 1:30 
p.m. daily and at Griggsville 
3 p.m. daily. 


Racing at Griggsville is und­ 
er the Sig Tsn Colt Stakes As­ 
sociation banner, while at Rush­ 
ville, the Mid-Western Illinois 
Racing Association is in charge. 


An Illinois horse, to be eligi­ 
ble for the Illinois Colt Stake 
events at Springfield, is requir­ 
ed to compete in at least two 
Illinois County Fair Races. 


Among 
the 
better 
horses, 
which may be seen this year 
on the county fair circuit© are 
several two year old state fair 
victors from 1972, all out to win 
the 
rich 
3-year-old 
purses. 
These include: Marianne Royal, 
2 year old filly trot champion; 
Pacing Pauline, 2 year old filly 
pace winner; Soxy Byrd, 2 year 
old trot champion and Stormy 
Filter 2 year old pace titlehold- 
er. All these horses will be 
pointing to the big pay-off days 
at the state fair which this year 
are August 10 and 11 for the 
colts. 


In the aged division pacing 
event this year, two former win­ 
ners of the $50,000 races at the 
State Fair in 1970 and 1972 have 
been kept eligible. They are 
Arcadia Jake, and Chaw, the 
latter being selected the “Illi­ 
nois Horse of the Year” in 1972. 


A total of 639 horses have 
been kept eligible for the State 
Fair Events, with June 15 pay­ 
ments having been m ade by 
their owners. This number is 
slightly under last year’s 683 
at the same time. However 21 
of this différence is in the two 
aged divisions of pacers and 
trotters. 


The county fair races con­ 
tinue through July and August, 
winding up at the Sandwich 
County Fair, Sept. 6, 7 and 8. 
Two other associations conduct­ 
ing the colt stakes are the 
Northern Illinois Colt Associa­ 
tion and the Egyptian Colt As­ 
sociation, while the Illinois Top 
Line circuit stages several spe­ 
cial colt stake events.

Now I am part 
owner of the show; we call it 
the Cavalcade of Thrills. We 
play 
the Midwest state and 
county fair circuit and we’re 
the grandstand attraction.” 


Kaye Keiser and her e^ht 
girl drivers pack the grand­ 
stands and it’s easy to see why 
the thrill-seekers turn out. “JWe 
start out by driving in o n ^ a t 
a time, going into a broadsnde 
or a 180. I do high skis. That’s 
where you go 20 m.p.h. a n d 
take the two wheels on t h e 
passenger side up on a small 
ramp. Then you turn the wheel 
sharply to th e right a n d , it 
throws the car up higher. When 
you find the balance point, you 
keep the car up on two wheels 
by steering and acceleration. 


“The reverse spin is a special­ 
ty, too. You are going 50 m.p.h. 
in reverse and you swing the 
car around with the steering 
wheel, put the clutch in, shift 
into low and straighten the car 
out. But the ramp-to-ramp is 
probably the most dangerous. 
It’s taken more lives than any 
stunt in thrill show history. 


“Probably the safestest dis­ 
tance between the two ramps 
is 40 to 50 feet. You take the 
car up and soar over the space, 
attempting to land on the re­ 
ceding ramp structure.” 


I honed in on the rather pes­ 
simistic use of the word “at­ 
tem pt” . “Well, 1 missed once,” 
Kaye-Uoi recalled with a dry 
laugh. “But it was a fault in 
the car. I bruised my back and 
was off the show for a month. 


“We wear helmets, you know, 
and 
lap seat belts. 
They’re 
pushing the shoulder harness 
belts, but we don’t use them 
for just that reason. If you miss 
the ram p, you want to throw 
yourself down on the seat, grab 
hold of the dashboard and the 
bottom of the seat. Those two- 
by-fours come through the wind­ 
shield if you hit the ram p.” 


Ouch. Still, I had to admit, 
11 years in the show with only 
one accident is a pretty good 
record. Kaye-Uni claimed that 
her stunt driving helps her with 
normal driving, freeway style. 
“Once I had a blowout going 
70 m.p.h. on the highway. 1 
think it was the training I learn­ 
ed on the tour that helped me 
control the car,” she. said. 


Kaye’s 12-year-old daughter, 
Bunny, is edging into the spot­ 
light with her mother now. 


“She’s already an excellent 
driver, but I haven’t had time 
to fool with teaching her stunts. 
She’s been in the show for two 
years doing the firewall crash. 
She lies face down on the hood 
of the car and the driver crash­ 
es through a flaming board 
wall,” Kaye explained. 


There was a small pause in 
our 
telephone 
conversation 
while I tried to absorb that new 
aspect of permissive mother­ 
hood. “She dresses in flame- 
resistant overalls and she wears 
a helnnet,” Kay reassured me. 
“But sometimes she gets the 
hair on her arms singed a lit­ 
tle because those boards can 
stick to you when the car crash­ 
es through.” 


Well, I was pretty impressed 
with Bunny but Kaye insisted 
that she is already bored with 
the flaming wall stunt. “She’s 
ready to move up to bigger 
things,” Mom said with fond­ 
ness. And it’s handy to have 
Kaye-Uni as a live-in stunt tea­ 
cher if you’re 12 and ambitious.

He said farmers who were 
planning to increase production 
of livestock, poultry and milk 
have cut back. 


“It would not be correct to 
attribute all this to the freeze, 
but the freeze has aggravated 
it,” Paarlberg said. 


“It’s not so serious that any­ 
body’s going to go hungry, but 


there will have to be som e 
shifts in the diet as we find 
some products in short supply,” 
he said. 


Nixon intended the freeze as 
a 
temporary 
throttle 
on 
in­ 
flation until he can get Phase 4 
eccnotmic plans shaped up. At 
the most, Nixon said June 13, 
the freeze would last up to 60 
days. 


In a move to ease the prob­ 
lem,

diate embargo on further ex­ 
ports of soybeans and other oil­

painting them. 
I 
thoroughly 
wash and dry the arrangement, 
place the stems in the ground 
so each part stands upright and 
then spray the flowers any de­ 
sired color 
and

leaves 
green. With a bit of practice 
they look brand new. If you pre­ 
fer, a plastic bag could be put 
over parts to be sprayed a dif­ 
ferent color, but I do not find 
this necessary.—MRS. A.T. 


DEAR POLLY—Mrs. L. can 
restore the colors to her faded 
artificial flowers and find they 
stay bright for about a year 
and then they can be redone. 
Remove 
flowers 
from 
their 
stems and also remove the 
green calyx at the base of each 
flower. Push long finishing nails 
through inverted egg cartons 
and push a flower onto each 
nail. Spray them with quick 
drying, NON-FADING interior- 
exterior acrylic enamel, being 
careful to reach all surfaces 
of the petals. When completely 
dry, push flowers back on to

But the 200 fishermen who

Elmolos, 
thè 
smallest tribe in East Africa, 
believe the scientists are in 
Kenya to “ put out the sun,” 
according to a female Ameri­ 
can 
scientist who has been 
living 
among them for two 
months. 


The Elmolos live in round, 
palm-leaf igloos and, at the 
moment, 
are 
sharing 
this 
almost inacessible inland sea 
with a group of 80 American 
and European scientists who 
have pitched camp for the 
eclipse. 


Carole Scherrer, a 25-year-old 
anthropologist from the Univer­ 
sity of Virginia in Charlottes­ 
ville who has been living with 
the Elmolos, said the scientists 
tried to pacify the villagers by 
assuring them they would put 
the sun back after using it for a 
few minutes. 


But Miss Scherrer said tribal 
logic defeated them. 


“ The elders simply pointed 
out that to put it back you had 
to take it away in the first 
place,” she said. 


“ The older people are a little 
apprehensive of scientists,” she 
said. “They are not too anxious 
because th ^ know the sun w ill 
eventually come back. What 
they are deathly afraid of is 
they heard armed raiders from 
the north may use the eclipse 
darkness to attack then* camp.” 
They Hired Guards 


The 
Elmolos 
have 
hu-ed 
spear-throwing guards from the 
more warlike Samburu tribe to 
protect the village while the 
darkness lasts. 


The Samburus have charged 
$1.40 per head to protect the 
village until the end of the year 
—a staggering tariff for one of 
Africa’s 
poorest 
tribes. 
The 
Elmolos live solely on the fish 
they catch and, until recent 
months, rarely had any money 
at all. 


But the scientific invasion has 
brought some changes. 


“ For the first time, there is 
money in the tribe,” the young 
American anthropologist said. 
“Boys are earning 100 shillings 
($12) a month at the recently 
opened 
lodge. 
Villagers 
are 
charging to allow themselves to 
be photographed.” 


Even the village itself had to 
move because of the scientists. 
A 
witchdoctor 
warned 
the 
elders that someone would be 
killed 
by 
vehicles 
speeding 
through 
the 
village. 
Miss 
Scherrer said, and after much 
debate 
it 
was 
agreed 
to 
relocate the entire town. 


Walker Considering 
Death Penalty Bills 


SPRIN G FIELD , III. (A P) - 
A second and more sweeping 
mandatory death penalty bill 
was approved by the Illinois 
Senate 
Thursday 
after 
Gov. 
Daniel Walker said he must 
give 
“ very 
careful 
con­ 
stitutional 
consideration” 
be­ 
fore signing a death penalty 
measure already given final 
legislative 
approval 
by 
the 
House. 


The Senate voted favorably 
36-16 on a proposal to allow a 
specially appointed three-judge 
panel to review facts of the 
trial and if it finds the murder 
falls under the considerations 
of the measure, it shall impose 
the death sentence. 


The bill returns to the House, 
where it was sponsored by Rep. 
Henry 
Hyde, 
R-Park Ridge. 
The Senate added an amend­ 
ment providing for an appeal of 
the panel’s decision and the 
House must concur before the 
amendment is sent to Walker’s 
desk. 


“ The bill is a strong one,” 
Hyde said afterwards. “ It w ill 
make red flags appear in the 
eyes of those against the death 
penalty.” 


Hyde’s 
bill 
mandates 
the 
death sentence for defendants 
convicted of murdering certain 
persons such as police officers, 
firemen, 
prison 
guards 
and 
elected officials. It also makes 
mandatory the death sentence 
for murders committed during 
a hijacking, robbery, rape, kid­ 
naping, arson and other cir­ 
cumstances. 


The bill awaiting action by 
the governor would impose the 
death sentence for convicted 
killers of policemen, firemen 
and 
prison guards, and for 
those M'ho had been convicted 
of murder once before. 


The 
Senate action on the 
Hyde bill came shortly after 
Walker was asked at a news 
conference whether he will sign 
the measure which cleared the 
House very early Thursday on 
a 111-27 vote to concur with a 
Senate amendment. 


Walker '■said it “will have to 
be assessed in light of the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision and it 
w ill require very careful con­ 
stitutional consideration wheth­ 
er that bill is legal or not.” 


Rep. Boscoe Cunningham, R- 
Lawrenceville, sponsor of the 
bill, said that despite Walker’s 
comments, he is confident the 
governor w ill approve the mea­ 
sure. 


“ The legislature has done its 
duty. I ’m confident the good 
governor w ill do his. Then when 
the prosecutors, jury and judg­ 
es do theirs, we will have sub­ 
stituted hope for fear and se­ 
curity for terror,” Cunningham 
said. 


A lawyer and former state’s 
attorney, Cunningham said the 
bill was drawn to try to comply 
with the Supreme Court decision 
that ruled unconstitutional the 
nonuniform application of the 
death sentence. 


The ruling came in the case 
of a Geor^a black man who 
argued that he was sentenced 
to die while white men convict­ 
ed of the same crime went free 
or were sentenced to prison. 


The 
decision, 
Cunningham 
said, described the arbitrary ap­ 
plication of the death penalty 
as “ freakish.” 


Cunningham noted that the 
decision was 5-4 and that only 
two justices in the opinions ex­ 
pressed general opposition to 
the death penalty itself. 


The Cunningham bill would 
require juries to submit in writ­ 
ing a statement as to whether 
a crime was in one of the spe­ 
cial classes for which the death 
penalty would be imposed in 
a murder trial. 


Upon a guilty verdict, the 
judge would have no alterna­ 
tive but to sentence the defend­ 
ant to death. 


The last execution in Illinois 
was in 1964.

Comprehensive hospitals also 
must have physicians in the 
major 
specialties 
available 
within minutes, sub-specialists 
on call, and laboratory facil­ 
ities available at all times. 


Basic hospitals w ill have the 
major 
specialties 
available 
within minutes, and laboratory 
and other personnel on call. 


Standby hospitals have emer­ 
gency rooms staffed by nurses 
with a doctor on call. 


Dr. Joyce Lashof, acting di­ 
rector of the Department of 
Public Health, pointed out in a 
statement that all area-wide 
plans are linked into a total 
system.

Each plan emphasizes

—Language, approved 61-31, 
which would require the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service to place on 
the front page of returns a box 
where taxpayers can mark a $1 
checkoff as contributions to the 
financing of presidential cam­ 
paigns.

France, 
Spain, Italy, Denmark and Fin­ 
land than in America.

Britain,

and 
introduced 
the 
nation’s 
toughest wage and price con­ 
trols in its peacetime history. 
Inflation then was runnmg at 9 
per cent a year.

Woree still, food prices have 
been rising faster in Britain un­ 
der the controls than they were 
before. Last year food prices 
were rising at a rate of 3.4 per 
cent annually. This year they 
are rising at about 15 per cent 
a year. 


Britain 
may be a special 
case. Much of the food price 
boost was caused by the na­ 
tion’s entry into the European 
Common 
Market on Jan. 
1. 
Also, in this trading nation, im­ 
p o rt^ food and raw materials 
are exempt from the price con­ 
trols. And Britain must import 
51 per cent of its food and raw 
m aterials. 


But the pattern is not much 
different 
in 
other 
countries 
which don’t have Britain’s spe­ 
cial problems. 


In France, the controls are 
voluntary. The government has 
recommended a limit of 7 per 
cent a year on wage raises. But 
even Finance Minister Valery 
Giseard 
d’Estamg 
admits 
wages are now rising at a rate 
of 12 per cent annually. 


Some countries have rejected 
wage and price controls as un­ 
workable or as politically unac­ 
ceptable. Spain and Italy are 
examples. In both nations in­ 
flation is now a worse problem. 


In Italy the annual rate of in­ 
flation is nearly 14 per cent, up 
from 8 per cent last year. In 
Spain it is about 12 per cent, up 
from 8.7 per cent. 


Belgium 
has 
compuleory 
price 
controls, 
yet 
inflation 
there is the country’s worst 
since the Korean War, rising at 
about 8 per cent a year. 


West Germany has so far 
avoided both one extreme of no 
controls at all and the other ex­ 
trem e of strict wage and price 
curbs. 
Yet the country’s in­ 
flation rate is growing at 7.8 
per cent a year, a postwar 
record. 


So far in Western Europe this 
year two of the best perform­ 
ances were recorded by the 
Netherlands and Norway, both 
with inflation rates of 7.8 per 
cent. 
Neither 
has 
extensive 
wage and price controls. But in 
both countries the cost of living 


is still rising at more than 
twice the rate of inflation in the 
United States during the most 
successful period of the Nixon 
controls.

Quite 
understandably, 
such 
enormous demand put upward 
pressure on prices, as demon­ 
strated by an 8 per cent rise in 
the Consumer Price Index for 
January-March, and a leap of 
20 per cent in wholesale prices. 


Some of this increase re­ 
sulted from anticipatory buying 
by consumers who correctly as^ 
sumed that future prices would 
be higher and that savings of a 
sort could be realized in tui’n- 
ing their cash and credit into 
goods.

This appears to be confirmed 
by the recent consumer sur­ 
veys, which shows that con­ 
sumer confidence faded abrupt­ 
ly as summer approaclied.

The surveys now show that 
consumers are talking about

One 
of the most obvious of them is 
a tendency to save rather than 
spend.

“Processors and buyers of

However, sources close to the 
negotiation said the contract 
calls for a total wage increase 
of 95 cents per hour, spread 
over 33 months for the truckers 
who currently average $6.16 per 
hour. 


The drivers will receive 35 
cents per hour beginning July 1 
and an additional 30 cents per 
hour in each of the remaining 
years of the contract. 


In addition, the union won 
cost of living raises not to ex­ 
ceed 11 cents per hour, the 
sources said. Improved vaca­ 
tion and holiday schedules and 
health and welfare benefits also 
were included.

Dog Shelter Plans 
OK'd By Committee 


The South Jacksonville Vil­ 
lage board is ready to begin 
work on its tax levy for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year after receiving 
the annual audit report and put­ 
ting the finishing touches on 
its appropriation ordinance last 
night. 


Dean CanneU and Ken Zum- 
bahlen explained their audit of 
the village’s financial transac­ 
tions during fiscal 1972 in a two- 
hour meeting with the board. 


There were no surprising re­ 
velations in the report, vi^liich 
showed the village to be in 
sound financial condition. Zum- 
bahlen pointed out that the vil­ 
lage spent about $4,000 more 
from the general fund in fiscal 
1972 (May 1, 1972 to April 30, 
1973) than the previous fiscal 
year, mainly due to salary in­ 
creases. 


The impact of state revenue 
sharing via rebates from sales 
and income tax revenues upon 
the village’s finances was dis­ 
cussed often during the session. 
The report shows that the vil­ 
lage’s general fund would have 
shown a deficit of $21,000 last 
year had it been financed only 
from the tax levy. With a $25,- 
000 transfer from the sales and 
income tax fund, the account 
showed a balance of $6,000 at 
the close of the fiscal year. 


The village received 547,000 
last year as its share of state 
sales and income tax collect­ 
ions and another $32,000 in Mot­ 
or Fuel Tax rebates which are 
used for street repaii's and con­ 
struction, 


al fund last year totalled al­ 
most $62,000 in five categories; 
general village operations, $18,- 
657; police, $22,483; fire, $7,393; 
streets, $12,137; sewer and wat­ 


er, $1,100. 


The general fund tax rate 
is just below the statutory limit 
of .275. 


The abolition of the personal 
property tax on individuals cost 
the village about $1,700 in re­ 
venue in fiscal 1972 and dis­ 
turbed the villages payments 
on general obligation bonds is­ 
sued in 1967 for sewer and wat­ 
er plant improvements. 


The actual tax payments re­ 
ceived by the village fell about 
$800 short of the $29,000 requir­ 
ed to pay principal and interest 
due on the bonds. The village’s 
remaining liability on those 
bonds totals $420,000. 


A summary of tax rates, lev­ 
ies and collections for past 
years revealed the village’s gen­ 
eral fund rate has climbed from 
.1936 in 1968 to the current rate 
of .2749 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. 


The assessed valuation of land 
and lots in the village increased 
from $7.7 million in 1968 to $9.9 
million in 1972. Taking the edge 
off the gain, however, was the 
drop in personal property tax 
valuations from $2 million to 
$644,000 during the same period. 


Finance Committee Chairman 
Ralph Sullivan indicated that 
the tax levy for the current fis­ 
cal year would have to be in­ 
creased though individual tax­ 
payers may not see their tax 
bills raised due to population 
gains in the village.

The Pollu­ 
tion Control Board’s decision 
will become law on July 6, 1973 
and all race fans are urged to 
write the Board, or their Repre­ 
sentative to stop this move. 


The Board’s decision would 
impose a 55 decibal limit, which 
would reportedly make it im­ 
possible for any race track to 
operate.
